Nowhere 
Is the faet more apparent than in the 
lack of government interest In re- 
Sèarehing or crying to care or pre¬ 
vent Sickle Cell AncmLa* Why is ihie 
90? We are living in a racist, ex* 
ploitatiVe society, and iho viert rns ot 
Sickle Cell disease are chiefly Black 
people. At one point tn time Black 
peoplé, as shackled sl a ves, Wer e 
very much the asset In the building 
of America'.s. economy, However, to- 
day, Black people have become n 
IlabUity. Because we are alao 
struggling, for Ilberntion from thts 
oppresslve society, we > the dispos- 
sessed and economïcally expendable 
Black conu'mtnity of America, now re- 
present 1 greai threat to Capitallst 
Am erica. Én order to protoct lts elf 
from thls threat, ths United States 
ruling circle haa made genocide (the 
systematlc extermination of a whoie 
race of people) the Fascist order of 
the day.

meJlca! atudents and lab technicians 
from the Spurgeon ''Joke” Winters 
People's F ree Medlcal Care Center* 
bas Bcreened ehEldren of five schools 
ln regular seaslon In Chicngo, and 
alffo chitdren of flve schools in the 
Maywood, Illinois area. Studente rtï 
Farm gut High School and Wright 
Junior College have alao beentested* 
Du ring the lummrr, Illinois Chapter 
metmborH alao went through the Black 
C'OmBiunltï wlth a mobile unit, glvlng 


free sickle cell tests to the people, 
In all, 7,312 people In the Chlcago 
and Maywood Black cammunlcles 
we re terned, Out of thïs number of 
people, 614 were foimd to have the 
Sickle Geil Trait or the actual dis- 
ease its^lf, Sickle CeM Anemia. h 
Is traglc and criminnl that these 63>1 
Black peoplehadprevtously not bicwn 
that they were victims of the Sickle 
Geil dSsease. The Black eomnmmcy 
knowa tuil well whean to indict for 
thin blatant neg]eet of thelr medf- 
cal needs. 

The Black Pantber Party has ln- 
iilatcd thls program for survival not 
only in Chtcago, bui in ei nies all 
over the United States* Aiso, uther 
peijple and organizaïionfi have re- 
cently been encouraged to esrablish 
programs In the figbt againat Sickle 
Geil disonde, auch as the Midwcst 
Sickle Cell Aremia Association, and 
the Council for Blo-Medical Studlca. 
The Young Lords Crganizacion, in 
Ghlcagü, realizlng, that Sickle Cell 
Tfnlt can be found among Puerto 
Kican people, has begun 10 introducé 
free Sickle Cell screeningmvd testlng 
at the [Jr.fï. Bctances Health Center, 

Becüuse of the People ‘a dcmajid 
lor Sickle Cell research, rhe ''MedD 
cal Establishment" K (the e 3 tablished 
government agencies) isbeingdevaa- 
taUngly confronted wlth lts racism 
and clasaiflm. We are demanding that 
öcreenirg tie support ed, tb ai research 
on Sickle Cell be estended, and rhnt 
penplp wïth the diseaR(> Iie given ap- 
proprïate tnedicttl uLtention, fho Go¬ 
vernment reaponded to these demands 
In the predictably loken mann^r, AU 
kindfi of government-cootroUad 
mcdïcai socitties and doctors have 
lnxroduced appenaament programs.

Thld racist line of reasuoing ignores 
the "rigbt t>t the people to deler mine 
their own mcdlcal prior kies. Ü thora 
have tried to avoid responsihility bj r 
arguing that Sickle Cell screening Is 
only necessary after maas eduearton 
of the people aa to the nature of 
Sickle Cell* Those who advanct- thi. - : 
argument refuse to sec that acreeti- 
ing and mass eduention musit go hand 
In hand, 

Sickle Cell Anemia Sc reen ing and 
resrln£ represents one area whera the 
people ure beginning to demand that 
medical schools, Itosptoals, doctors 
and nurses start to become respoo- 
fiiblf' to the people they aupposedly 
took an oath to sexv r e. 'ITiis pattern 
wlH be repemed agaln and agalrt 
until the people galn full controi

Sortie of tkört i 
knackt'd over the stand, andtheowner 
ca Had the pöliCG. Glad ia accomodaiB f 
the PigS cafïie vul Sv "proleet*' her 
(thê (iu<nèr*s) rights and brutalize the 
many peaplv that had twtUYuily 
ga the red on the Har tem streel. The 
jive Brothers named above, parü- 
ndarly, stmply corddn’t stond by and 


ivatcit Hitte chitdren be iiithtessly 
Acti/en. They stood betu-e.cn pips and 
chitdren in a spontaiïeoiis e ff art to 
proleet the ckHdrcn. Because these 
young Brothers had vefvsed to stand 
by and Sec the da teren beulen, be- 
cnu^i? thtry had dcctded io tiafend the 
chitdren who could nat defend ihem- 
Setves, the racist anti tnjntncms New 
York City Potice Departmwit, rn 
iMxhur'a/ al Hanen wit ft District At- 
lorttey Mark Megan and the radst 
City power siructure, began towagea 
campaign to soek md, humiliate , 
bndatize and * uentually murder these 
cautagevus yoVjig Brothers. The 
Brothers have been incarce taled ever 
since. 

Wkm the Brothers we re arrested, 
ii [>uj j ve r, t.hay found they ivarc achml- 
ly charged utilh the murder af a 
sgcond-hand civthicr in tke neighbor- 
Hood where the “hitte Fruit 
Stand Riof* had occurred r Thavictim 
wq $ ü Mrs. Mar gard Sugar. rhi$ 
womtm had bevn hillödafier the actiml 
incident, and there mös not one smalt 
bit of emdence linking the Brothers to 
her murder. Hotoever, New Yorkpigs 
Sok' i 1 hcii opportunity to teach Black 
and at her paar people o tessan, cmd 
öbfain a record cd tM solution** to a 
vwutd-he othervnse wt-soteed mi<r- 
der. 

They ivere held incommuntcado 
in the policestatianandwerevfcious- 
ly beat en w A Brothev named Frank 
Stafford, utho happened lo have bem 
an innocent bysiander rxr the Fruit 
Stand Riet, and utha hjös himself 
attachéd .by pvlïce, y.'ho beat out ons of 
his eyes, became ona of the anginat 
m c- m be rs of the group of Brothers wïw 
would stand trmt a$ the Ilartem $ix. 
Later, he was s&uer&d from the 
otkers, and charges wcre dropped T 
primarily to cowr up polic* acttons 
thal caused him to lose his eye. A 
y oung, door- 1 o-ctoor satesman, he had 
utso been charged with the oar'lably 
impossible luaks of simultane zusly 
beuling up a school teacher on tfte 
corner of I27th and Lmox Ave. t up- 
setting the fruit stand between Uffith 
and i£ï)th and L én oxj4 ve., and assc uit - 
ing the police on I29th Street between 
7th and LenoxAves, IJe describes how 
s?tcJi charges uwre compuundWcf 
him: 

" They look me upstairs in the 
detective office, and there they 
starled, hke, natten everyonevlsegot 
there, they started beatingmus, They 
ca ma in with orort^s and staided 
smasfting them <n owr /aces, saying, 
J Taid fik i? fruit?

From start la finish, the racist 
Daily News and New York Times iried 
tv turn the sammtmity againgt these 
Brothers, and their families * by 
publishing sensatiönal ex poses on the 
“ murdervus gang of negroes, running 
rampani thr oogbout the ca mmwtity, 
Pt Hing white peopte, and gaing under 
the name of the ètood Brothers*\

Brother Daniël 
Ramm at tempt cd in 1971 to wMdraw 
his original plea of guilty, to the 
lesser charge of manslaughter, bid 
State Suprème Cnurt Justice Fred- 
tinck Boeker rofused him that right, 
and gam him a 15-35 jfoarsi’etiföncei.

First * tt must be re mombered that 
they we re originally picked up on 
warrants becausc they had defgnded, 
had had the *‘audacity" to defend 
small childrcn from the bruloi 
admnees of New York Citypigs * back 
in 196-1. Margaret Sug&r had been a 
convenience, a teaching deuice to all 
fitach and poorpeople to never oppase 
their fascist aulhority. This is the 
issue on trial, It is slitl msettled. 

These beaultfuf Brothers are na iv 
each being held undér a $75,900. 
bond, As tpi Ihe case of the Servant 
of the Peaple, lluey P t Newton, tmd 
othér prismu*rs vf the state, the state 
has spetil thousimds, even. mïltionsof 
(TöJïfirs in its attempt iu have these 
Brothers senlenced, at least, to life 
imprisonment ( as if the years the 
state kas atrendy matched were nvt 
enough}, The peppU cefusé to let this 
happen, The case of the Herlcm Faur 
was and i$ such agross contradictie m 
glaring in the face of "American 
JwSiice" that wi-’ cannof, we will not 
let it be stoept zinder thc rug, and 
pttëhed Out of Sight and mtnd.

Motiiers on welfare are afUttle use 
te the oppressor, for they can't wark 
in his factories and stores for slave 
iv&ges, and muke mare money and 
pro fit for him. Therefore, the op- 
pressor does not need thêfti, and 
suös&fiiently tries to keep them at 
the boresi temt of survival passible 
(and woiild allöw them to sten» ia 
deüth, if ha thought he couïd get 
away with doing so). 

In H^insion-SaJem, North Cdtolma, 
welfare recipienis have united in 
order to resist such repression 
Jrom the power struclure r For teo 
long, welfare nujthcYS had nol been 
United. Now, however, the wal faro 
Mothers öfWinston-Salcm r utong xvith 
welfare moihers across the connfr^, 
have bécomc united and organized. In 
Winston^Saterrtf they have heen or- 
ganized for less than Utree months. 
Move ver, the Winsten- Salem Welfare 
Rigkts Organizatiün (WROi tsalreody 
ujorking and mwing relentlessly to 
exposé the Welfare Department and 


the local pou^r slruciure for whut 
they really are. The welfare mothers 
are moving to get the things necossary 
for iheir survival, that have bê#n 
denied them Jor so long. The WRO 
made u positivo step for sumttfJ on 
Thursday, Januari 27th r ivhen the 
mothers mareked logst her on the o/- 
Jïces of the Wmstm^Salem Welfare

17-yeur 
old Tony, already had a ' record" 
with Las Vegas authoritics* Llke 
many, he h.id been subjected to the 
s top-and-f risk öeaxclieS fhul begin 
as soon as aynung Black man reach.es 
hls teena. Ho had been Ln juvcmle 
tieten tion hefore, and was then on 
probation. A raid upon the Wright's 
home crnald he easÜy "justifled".

and her clothcs Lom.l T igsalsofclckcd 
her oiher ^on, Clfludy, in the sto- 
mach; Look the 7-munth baby from 
the zniicïi and left him ootside on 
the cold gTuund in the yard; hs- 
rassed her pregnant daughtef; anti 
tfirentened to rake everyone Tnside to 
jaü, Sf "the Tony” wham they (pEgs) 
were lookiag for wa^i’l found. Mt9, 
Wrigfit fainced as a result of atl of 
the commiirion in her home, 

M the sight of these cntel and 
bruial acte of vlolence against hls 
famtïy, yonag 17-yearoUJ ‘f’oay Wrlght 
fled through the Ivick door ln an un- 
Hucceenful attempt to ueek ald ^nd 
alert nelghbora to thts artack upon 
hls Family, Ftsorofthe ^ik pig^, 
this» Lrmnediately hegan running af- 
Ter the brother, white the other two 
Jumped Into a police squ^d car and 
tried to run Tony down in n Chase 
that endeü 50-60 yards away, at an-

One pig, Badge S192* ttegan vl- 
ciouaiy beating the yoeng bruther on 
rhe head wsih his night- c ;tick r while 
the iithers choked, kicked, and 
stomper! hlm, The^e pig-s pteked up 
Bruther Tony, who hy then, was un- 
Cfjn-scious» and ibrew him through the 
winduw of another famÜy's home, 
Tony was rhen handeuffed^ agaln 
beaten and dragged back to bis 
family's Front d-t.K>r where an ambu¬ 
lance had arrïved, Hadge Ffl92a!idhïs 
cohorta, Still no[ satisfied with ïhe 
damogc done io the Brother, found 
an tron pipe lying on the ground, 
picked ft up and again began hearing 
young Tony about the head. Other pigs 
dragged him to the sqttad car and 
kicked him in.

Cn onesuch occasion, Tommle hap- 
pened io be out of work and had begun 
K> receivehisunemploymem benefüs, 
vrh.ll* Nor ma had to accept welfare 
asslstance. Becausre they we re re- 
celving such bensfiss, they were aa- 
slgned a social casework er. i'hetr 
.ïdsigned casework er was an arrogant

rhlng wsre wrong. Nell Hubbard 
claimed that she had come to rheir 
house geve ral Ciröfifl, and that chey 
had not been "home enough". She 
suggested thls tnlght be why they 
"missed" their check. She contlnued 
to insult Ehem, finalty saylng, 
"Nlgger* you won'i get any more as- 
slstnnce,'* The pressureof acillbqfng 
unemployed; of looking for work and 
not havLng found any; of ha ving to 
accept "welfare”, aiid the arrogam 
and racist remarks fllong with it p 
froin such a^ Nelt Hubbard, pushed 
Broche r Yodng to me break 3 ng poinc. 
The only response, therefore,, he 
oould give to her racist remark 3 was 
10 push her. She, naturally, tüled 
the police and had Tommle Young ar- 
rested. He stayed in jail for three 
days. 

These insuits and bmtality were 
not isolated for the Youngs* Al most 
daily, somerhing ca me up to cause 
them furiher angulsh, Norma .ind 
Tommle Yoüng were not politic al at- 
clvlats. They were noc actively In- 
volved in atiy politlcaj organizatlon. 
They were merely a cyplcal, young, 
Black couple SLruggling to survive. 
Their slmatlon* in other words, \s 
not eXTra(jrdLnar> r , The constant ha- 
rassment and threars to their sur¬ 
vival by the Fösl St. Livjls racist 
governmeiiT- structure and lts 
sgcncies are honibly ordinar> r , com- 
mon for must Black and poor peopte. 

At another point in the Youngs f 
lives, Bast St. Louis r.iclsts further 
revealed themselves and the Ir overall 
coDSptmey agalnst Black andoïher 
oppressed people* Just beaause 
Tommie and Norma had been forced 
to receive welfare benefits dld not 
tnean they had to accept Indecent 
housing, or Inadequate living facdi- 
cles. When they complaintKl to their 
landlord* Mirte Bunell, about the 
terrible co^dition of the Ir home* she 
replied üatly that she was not golng 
10 make any ntïcesaary and much- 
needad repairs. The Youngs went to 
the Rast St. Louis Housing Authorlty 
with this prciblom. The Houslng Au- 
thorlcy cold them if they were to 
get a letter of "reference” from 
Mrs. öurtell, they would be allowed 
to move into government houstng. 
This slum lord not ürilv refussJ co 
glve them the letter,'she al 80 told 
chem to move off of her property* 
Soon alter, as a resulr ot her tieg- 
Ugence and contlnued refusal fonrake 
repairs on their Home, over $"00. 
wurth of che Youngs’ bolongings and 
persen al properry w'ere descroyed by 
water, due to faulty ptemhlng.
